2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A review of applicant's arguments in amendment filed on 8/24/2006 and a review of the 
instant amended claims has convinced the examiner that the claims are allowable over 
the prior art of record. The prior art fails to teach or suggest a business form having a 
removable integrated card, the business form comprising a base layer of cardstock 
material, a liner layer adhesively secured to the base layer second side, an integrated 
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removable card comprising at least a portion of the base and the liner layers, and 
having a periphery edge defined by a plurality of die-cuts extending through all layers of 
the form, a plurality of bridging portions disposed between adjacent die-cut to maintain 
the card in the form, and a cut-out extending through all the layers of the form and 
positioned adjacent the periphery of the card to assist in removal of the card from the 
form (claims 19, 20, 23, 24, 25); or the die-cuts extend through the base and the liner 
layers, with the form having only the base, liner and cover layers (claim 21). Also, no 
evidentiary support could be provided to support the position that the instant claimed 
invention would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art. 

The closest prior art of CASAGRANDE (USP 6322655) relates to business form with 
integrated removable card. However, CASAGRANDE fails to teach the cut-out 
extending though all the layers and the periphery cut line is perforated die-cut extending 
through substantially all the layers. 

The prior art of FISCHER (USP 5736212) relates to a cutout adjacent to the periphery 
of the cardstock but fails to teach that the cut-out extends through all the layers of the 
business form.
